"lir 'T'HEREAS it is expedient to amend and consolidate the preamble. 

\/%/ Acts relating to Bankrupts and Insolvents in Ireland; to 
^ * discontinue the Court of Bankruptcy and the Coui-t for 
Relief of Insolvent Debtors in Ireland, and to constitute a new Court 
5 as herein-after provided : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same ; 



I. From and after the Commencement of this Act the Court of g & 7 w. 4. c. 14. 
jQ the Commissioners of Bankruptcy in Ireland and the Court for Relief 

of Insolvent Debtors in Ireland, now existing under certain of the Acts 3 & 4 Vict. c. 107
